known that some very successful experi-
ments, in making sugar from the cane, have
been carvied on in IKunsus, and the industry
there has attracted vory goneral attention,
But it is not known su generally that a good
deal has been done in this direction in Towa,
During the year 1557 there were 2,000,000
gullons of sorghum syrup manufactured in
this state.  'There I8 an establishment at
Cedar Faulls thut has made as high ns 15,000
pounds of amboer cate sugar in nsingle sen-
son. It hos works at Cedar Falls thoat cost
£10,000, Lust fall there were mude at that
one place 40,000 gullous of the syrup, while
within five miles of there, three other par-
ties made Inst fall 45,000 gallons of the syrap,
This wus made fromn the amber cane, which
brings about £L.45 per ton, when deliverced
at the fuctory with blades on, which makes
it o protty profituble flola ecrop. Some of
this cane has been analysed at tho exveri-
mentai station at Ames, and taking 180 sop-
urnLe stulks, it was founa thiat the sucrose
in the different stalks varied from 8 to 1Y
per cent, and that it averaged richer than
IKansas cane.  Director Speer says In his
letter thut those who have had most exper-
ience in making amber cane syrup in loWwa,
believe that all that is needed to enable the
state W mwnke  sorghum sugar in paying
nuantities, is improved machinery and o fow
experiments by skillful men. The long, dry
autumns of lown are very favorable to the
formution of suerose in gorghum, and 1t is
urged that if the proper amount of sttention

were piven to the matter, the industry
might be mude veéry successful and very
profituble,

State Board of Henalth,

shull begin to run from and after the appewr-
ance of tho last case of the discase o o com-
iunity or w premises, The rules of disin-
foction o contagious diseases woere amendod,
nnd wll reference to sulphur as a disinfectant
wins stricked out, the board holuing thot
sulphurous acid gas as commonly used can
not he relied upon for disinfection.

The bonrd ook s very lmportant actlon
witth regard to medical colleges in lowa, It
made i ruling thot the requirements of all
the medical colleges in this stato must in-
clude o fonr years' course of study s noces-
sury to graduation, and to entitle o gradunte

to preactice medicioe in lows,  This rialscs
the stundard of sdmission to  practice
very much, nnd is Intended to

ghut o the low graped medion! schools thut
have been doing o lurge business o turning
out repdy-made doctors aftor o brief and
totally insufficiont course of study. The re-
quirements for admilssion to the bar have
Deen ralsad within the last few yvears, and
the results have proven very benefleiuwl, The
bourd of henlth think that is guite as n-
partant that the public be protected against
fuiek doctors us ngainst gusck luwyers, 5o
thoy have ralsod the requirements for ad-

MERELY TOATTRACT ATTENTION.
Rescued By the Police From the Ex-
cited Populace—Celebration of the
Centennial Dawning of tho
Groeat Revolution,

Hpeeches in the Hall of Mirrors.

Pans, May 5. <A man who gives tho name
of Perrving and who says ho 18 0 marine store-
kecper, fired o blank eartridge ot President
Cirnot to-day whoen the latter was leaving
the Elyseo palpcs to attend the centenary
celobration ot Versailles. Pertin g was
promptly nrrested, He was talien to the po-
Hee atation, whera hoe oxplained he had no.
desire to kill the president; he merely wished
to expose the fact that he (Perrin) was the
vietim of njustice. The erowd that had
githered in the neighborhood of the Elyece
to witness the departure of the president be-
camo groatly excited and threatened to Ivnch
the prisoner. The polica, however, gathered
in foree and drove buck the indiguant oiti-
ens,

Perrin complained that he had been une
justly punished by the governor of Mar-
tinique, and had appenled o vain,  His
family is in destitute elronmstunces.

President  Carnot and party proceeded
through Chaville, where the president was
enthusistionlly grected. Upon reaching
Veorsailles the prosident inpugurated o me-
morial tabl et afMixed to the building in which
the states general met 100 yours ngo  to-duy.

The president and escort then ropaired to
the Hallof Mirrors, in the palace, where
there was o grand assemblags of deputics
and senntors.  Loroyer deliverod an address
of woelcome ta the president, In the course
of his speech he snid;

“It is no longer the humble deputies of the
third estate, to whom even the nrvilege of
standing npright was desied, but the clected
ropresentatives of the nntion, who bowing
before their frecly elocted ohilef, pay tribute
to the great dewd to whom we owe our  lo-
erty. It becomes those old strugglers for
liberty to remind us that revolution  be-
quedthed us not only doctrines, but lessons,
If the revolution sinned by the asudacity of
woe sin by our want of self-
abnegation, by our incomplote knowledege of
our duties, by the hesitation us to our policy.
The date 1854, invites us to realize tho union

of hearts in love for our county aund 1its in-
stitutiona.”
President Carnot replicd: *With ardent

hope for the luture, I greot in the palace of
monarchy a representative of a nation that
isnow in complete possession of herself;
that is o mistress of fier destinies and that is
in the full splendor and strensth of liberty.
The first thoughts of this solemn meeting
turn to our fathers, That immortal genera-
tion of 1788, by dintofl courage and muny
snerifices, secured for us bonefits which we
must boqueath to our sons a8 a most  proc-
ions inheritanee, Never can our eratitude
equil the grandeur of the services rendered
by our fathers to France und to the human
race.”  In conclusion the president saia:
“They created s new era in history and
founded modern soviety. Aftor mony cruel
ehocks, France has finully broken with the
wrsonal power of one man, whniover title
16 may take, She now recognizes ns sole
sovereign the lows enscted by the repre-
sentatives of the nation,”

Speciul to Tne Bee |—The shot fired at
President Carnot just as he was  léaving the
Elysee on his way to Versailles in no way
disturbed the carrying out of the day's pro-
gramme. This bogus attempt apon the hife
of the president appears to be the work of o
manice nnxious to call publie attention to his
erievances, It did unot prevent M. Carnot
from presiding over an imposing cercmony at
Versailles and delivering a speech which
fuvorably impresseil the president's hearcrs,
In company with other speakers, he eulo
gized the work of 1780 and the men who car-
ried it through, M. Tierard, M, Leroyer and
Meline treated of the saine subjoet,

This glorification of the rovolution of 1730
ngreos with the sentiments of the immense
mujority of the people; indeed, one might say
tnat it is applauded by the unsnimous volce
of the French nation,  Even those who most
warmly discountenanced the cruelties of
1702 and 1703, and those who most decply de-
plore the excesses of the Jaconins, give n re-
spectful salute 1o the great dute of 1755, The
cminent historlans und thinkers, Taine and
Itenan, have conceived and expressed doubts
08 1o the advantages which Franze derived
from tha revolution, The tivst named, by
reason of  his pitiless analytical eriticism,
oven wmm-tl severe judgment on the work of
the constituent asscmbiy itself, while the
skopticism of the other spared neithor the
worship of the French revolution nor the
other Torms of rellglon,

But it must be admitied that the opinwons
of philosophers nnd sarcs hove exercised no
influence on the spirit of the mnsses,
Yoesterdoy's feetivities, therefore, constituted
a thorough Frach celebration. The Fronch
revolution, from the point of view of
civil vlght aud to a certaln extent from a
soclal standpoint, produced results which
can noever be lost, though political up:
Leavals have never allowed Frapee o quite
recover her cquillorium. Thus, after the
lapse of a century, Frepchmen are still de-
buting as 0 the best form of government,
In closig his speech Curnot wade an 2ppeadl
for concord nod conciliation. 1o sald that
under the shield of the repubiie, with con-
stitutionul rights, let us seek 1n o sprit of
conclliation, mutual toleration and harmony,
tue irresistable strength of the united peopie
of the glorious century we are uow celobrat-
ing by this solemn, splendid coremony aund
which wounld ve worthily crowned by the
unity of all Fronchmen in mutual love of the
commonwealth of Hberty,

Will this exbortution be listened to and
tuken to heart by the varties that we now
see prepured ta iy ot each othier's throuts
and tear cach other to picces! Lot us hope
a0, for tho sake of France, So mauy resolu.
tions, and so much civil warfare, have cer-
tainly earped for here the right to live and
labor 1n pence,
